companied her poor brethren, not only to- 
diſtant places to hear the Goſpel in the Eſta- 
bliſhment, on a ſabbath-day; but ſhe pre- 
vailed on them to meet together once or twice 
a week for ſocial worſhip, which they readi- 
ly agreed to.

Soon after the meeting of this Soc iE, 
a Goſpel Clergyman was providentially in- 
troduced into a Pariſh contiguous to the town 
ef Trowbridge ; whoſe preaching our friend 
frequently attended, and by whom ſhe was 
much ſtrengthened. As ſhe had much deſi- 
red and prayed. for the increafe of the Re- 
deemer's Kingdom in her native place, ſhe 
formed very pleaſing hopes from me provi- 
ern dence 
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dende nor were they vain : for immedi 
afely after, the Goſpel was preached in ſe- 
veral of the adjacent Churches with great ſuc- 
ceſs. What frame of mind ſhe now poſſeſſ- 
ed, we may ſee by peruſing the ſubſtance of 
ſome Letters written to Miſs --- : + 
4 t is my comfort, my fſatisfa&tion,” ſays: 
ſhe, © that I have ſurrendered myſolf up 
with my whole heart, as far as I know it, to 
be the Lox 0's; whoſe I am; who hath 
bought me with a price, and purchaſed me 
with his own blood!“ In the ſame Letter, 
ſhe ſays, © Los D, thou knowelt all things, 
thou knoweſt I defire to be entirely thine, # 
thy ſealed fountain, thine incloſed garden!

Alas! how trifling are the affairs of this 
life !

Her confidence in the Review ER is as 
ſtrong, as her humility is great. Alluding 
to the defectiveneſs of her prayers, ſhe ſays, 
My Advocate, my glorious Interceſſor at 
the right hand of the Majeſty on High, has 
incenſe to offer with them; a perfume that 
takes from them all pollution, and makes

to ſhew, by an example within our know- 
ledge, to what a pitch grace can riſe; and 
to ſtir up the profeſſors of the Goſpel, to be 
followers of her, even as ſhe was of CHRIS 
Jesus. 
Secondly, we wiſh not by what we 0 
written, to diſcourage any Who may appear 
to come /hort of her Standard; I ſay, appear; 
becauſe all are not in reality inferior to her in 
their attainments, who are ſo in appearance. 
Stars, invifible in the element, may be e- 
.qually bright with thoſe which are viſible to 
our eye; but their /ituation does not admit 
of being obſerved. But let not this remark . 
encourage the ſloathful profeſſor. 
Thirdly, however advantageous a ſituati- 
on Believers may be placed in, or whatever 
abilities they may have for it, it will not 
make them proud or vain ! Vou can no more 
deprive the Su x of his glory, than you can 
induce him to: take that glory tohimſelf. And 
equally impoſſible it is for the real Chriſtian 
to withdraw his fning, or to arrogate to im- 
elf the glory of his own light. - 9 
The juſtice of this remark leads to the # 
mention of an occurrence, not taken parti- 
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cular notice of in the Memoirs, which! is, that 
Mrs. Turner, dropping into the prevailing 
cuſtom of the Methodiſts, in chooſing a text 
for a funeral ſubject, and knowing the high 
eſteem her end held her i in, many years 
ago; as Mr. Clark, obſerves, in her Funeral 
Sermon, ſelected 2 Cor. 12th Chapter, and 
part of. verſe the gleventh, to be improved at 
the time of her interment. She particularly 
reminded him of his obligation to uſe it, the 
evening before her death, as is mentioned in 
the Memoirs. And does it not carry an evi- 
. dence of the humble view-ſhe had of herſelf, 
through all that time? If ſhe had been an 
Angel, inſtead of a Human Being, ſhe 
would ſtill have ſaid, at the concluſion of e- 
very ſucceſsful undertaking: --- © Grve Gop 
.the GLORY, I am NOTHING!” 
Fourthly, our bleſſed REDEEMER will | 
acknowledge the willing mind, which is diſ- 
poſed for his ſervice; and in the faithful diſ- 
charge of it, will increaſe our ability, and 
.cauſe our uſefulneſs to grow with our years. 
If we are faithful in that which is leaſt, He 
will bleſs and increaſe us more and more | 
The preceding remarks are made to pre- 
vent gracious Souls, under diſadvantageous 
.circumſtances, and dejection of ſpirit, from 
yielding to diſcouragement, becauſe they 
_ cannot produce an experience equivalent with 
Mrs. Turner's. But they are not intended 
| o be a /alvo ſor the Iukewarmneſs and pre- 
| ailing Areas of our modern profeſſors of 
e e

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religion,” who deviate as much from the (pi 
rit of the Goſpel, as they ſhould from the ſpi- 
nit of the W orld ; >. and live as much under 
the dominion of a carnal ſpirit, as they ſhould. 
under the governance of the ſpirit of 
CHRIST. 
It is no unuſual caſe, for people to admire 
wh: they will not imitate ;* and to applaud 
the diligence” of others, while they themſelves 
ſtand all the day idle! It is to be feared, 
Mrs. Turner's /irine will have more admirers, 
than Mrs. Turner's /elf will have imitators. 
How many. Chriftians are there in . 
ence, who, in proportion to their cireumſta 
ces, do leſs for the glory of 8 than their 
fellow-chriſtians in Rumble life! Why? be- 
_ cauſe their demands multiply as their property 
increaſes. They cannot poſſeſs abundance,

without living up to a pitch of grandeur an- 


ſwerable to it.. A decent appearance above 
the common rank, will not ſatisfy them: 
they muſt make a Splendid figure; they can- 
not retrench, either from their buildings, 
their dreſs, or their table. The great object, 
SELP, is ever to be regarded; and conſe- 
quently, the glory of God and the claims of 
Cunts r Jesvs, are ever neglected. 

Nor is it leſs to be lamented, that perſons” 
of mid iling rank in life, are like-minded. They 
have got into a kind of hypocriſy, far from 
religious, whereby they appear ſuperior to what 
they are in reality; and by the outward ap- 
Hearance, are begwyed 1 into the ward delufi-

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en of thinking. more highly of themſelves chan 
"they ought to think. They plead hard for ex- 
emption from rebuke ir being conformed. 
to this world: and have perſuaded them- 
ſelves that their gay cloathing! is compatible 
with a © transformation in the renewing of 
their mind!“ If it were as practicable to at- 
tain to the wearing of Gold, as to the plaiting 
of the Hair, they would blow u pon tae Apot- 
| tle Peter's Re” and ſooner ſuffer a Mem- 
ber of CHRIS to periſh, than part with a 
- gold pin! © As good be out of the Wor LD, 
as out of the'Fas non,” is a ſentiment 8 
maoſt univerſally adopted by the profeſſors of 
Chriſtianity. And to comply with the ex- 


_ » travagance of the Faſhion, they unfit them- 


_ ſelves for thoſe works and that labour of love, 

which God anch their fellow creatures require 
at their hands. 

How very inconſiſtent is this with the ſpi- 

ntof Cuxis r, and the example ſet us by 
thoſe who have drunk deep into that ſpirit. 
So far as it prevails, it muſt be prejudicial to 
the progreſs of religion in the heart; to thoſe 

advances in Holineſs, which are neceſlary to 
bring us unto any degree of conformity to 
the Lord Jzsus; and to make us the 


Light of the World. 
Had Mrs. Turner conterited: herſelf with 


te knowledge of ſalvation, without regarding 


the glory of Gob in all the inſtances wherein 


3 it may and ſhould be promoted, ſhe would 


have been loſt to obſervayion among the mul- . 
litude, 
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Nude, who are willing to partake of the ar- 
riage-ſupper of the LAM B; but are uncon- 
cerned about --- the wedding-garment : who, 
by renouncing their obligations to Holineſs, 
evidence that they have no intereſt in the 
Righteouſneſs of CuR1sT;- nor. inheritance - 
in the Kingdom of Gop..
